Outside the do o r a clo ckwo rk attach­ 
ment so unds a drum at the pro per waking 
time, and if the o ccupant do es no t get up 
after fifteen minutes’ grace, the bed rises o n 
its hind legs and dumps the sleeper o ut o u the 
iio o r. 
In the parlo rs the guests who had co me 
early sto o d abo ut in little gro ups.

TH E LONG LOST PADRE MINE. 


T h e Snppo s« *<l L o catio n I)isco v « red N ear th e 
Ors;au M o untains. 
At the base o f the Organ mo untains, 130 
feet do wn the Bennett mine shaft, wo rkmen 
in driving a drift alo ng the o re vein so me 
time ago disco vered a wo nderful cave, a de­ 
scriptio n o f which, fro m the Hio Grande Re- 
p rth lica yi, 
is substantially as fo llo ws: 
A nar­ 
ro w passage leads do wnward fro m the shaft, 
tlu'o ugli which the visito rs clamber, but the 
w’o nderful and beautiful creatio ns o f nature 
which meet his visio n after descending to the 
depths belo w amply repay fo r the tro uble. 
Fo llo wing the guide, aud ho lding fo r pro tec­ 
tio n the cable which has been stretched fro m' 
the o pening in the drift to the farthest po r­ 
tio ns o f the.se grand caverns, the visito r go es 
do wnward thro ugh a slanting parage widen­ 
ing as he ]>ro ceeds and ending in a large 
chamber, o nly o ne o f several co nnected to ­ 
gether, 
Here, by the dim light affo rded by 
candles, appear tiae first o f the intricate net­ 
wo rk o f lime fo rmatio ns, which invariably 
cause tho se who have been so fo rtunate as to 
view them to exclaim with wo nder and de­ 
light. 
On every hand the walls are fro sted 
o ver with the mo st delicate wo rk o f nature, 
o n o ne side o f a dazding whiteness and o u 
ano ther tinted with a delicate pink o r green 
where the mineral fro m the vein has aided in 
making a beautiful effect. 
Springing up fro m t^^e flo o r o r jutting o ut 
fro m the wall are the same curio us fo rmatio ns 
which have assumed the shape 
o f trees, 
shrubbery, ferns aud grasses, as if they were 
all co ated o vey with ice and sno w, and it is 
easy to imagine being in a fro zen dell. 
Cas­ 
cades. with the very spray fro zeu. that tumble 
do wn fro m the walls help to fill nut the pic­ 
ture, 
Miniature gro ves, with branches inter- 
tw'iniug, are bunched to gether eight o r ten 
feet high, all o f the same virgin whiteness, o r 
tinted with the mo st beautiful co lo rs. 
Co ral 
gro wing in the sea co uld no t be mo re beauti­ 
ful, and it resembles o u a grand scale no th­ 
ing so much as the “tree" that is fo rmed by 
suspending a piece o f zinc in a so hitio n o f 
lead. 
They do no t fo rm as in o ther caves 
where a stalactite hangs do wn, fo rmed by the 
dri]iping fro m the ro o f, and a stalagmite rises 
up fro m the iio o r to meet it where the dro p 
strikes it. but the fo rmatio n is o ne o f crystal- 
izatio n. l*erha}>s the cave has been filled with 
water, ho lding in so lutio n the lime which was 
depo sited in such beautiful fo rm. 
At the farthest end o f these wo nderful un­ 
dergro und chambers the visito r is 300 feet 
fro m the bo tto m shaft, and has descended at 
an angle o f fo i’tv-five deggees, which makes 
340 feet fro m the surface. 
It is no t tho ught 
that all the caverns have been visited, as crev­ 
ices thro ugh which a man can no t pass are 
fo und, ami they may co nnect with o ther ro o ms 
equally magnificent. 
In fact, o ne passage 
that leads to the grandest chamber had to be 
o pened with a blast o f giant jKJwder, 
* If easy o f access, the cavern w o uld beco me 


a ])o pular place o f reso rt, but the do o m o f all 
this splendo r is no t far in the future, and to 
see it in its glo ry they mnst bo visitnd so o n. 
The benefits that accrue to the mine by these 
o penings 
must 
be 
seen 
to 
be 
ap­ 
preciated. 
If the hand o f man 
had 
ho llo wed them o ut it co uld no t have bet­ 
ter aided in the wo rking o f the mine, and in­ 
deed it is a questio n if it is no t the wo rk o f 
human agency. 
The startling questio n is 
l>ro po imded: 
Can it bo the lo st Padre mine? 
It has been suggested, no t witho ut reaso n, fo r 
no t o nly do es the cave o ccupy the pLace in the 
co ntact where the mineral usually lies, bat iu 
several places, directly in the ends o f it, are 
bo dies o f o re just as if the wo rkmen had left 
them. It may be suggested that the fo rmatio n 
o f limesto ne wo uld no t have accumulated, but 
it has been mo re than 200 years since, as 
claimed by the legend, the I’adre mine was 
clo sed up by the infuriated natives, and lime­ 
sto ne crystallizatio ns are quickly depo sited. 
What was called the “shaft” des<*ends fro m 
o ne o f the upper levels straight do wn to a 
depth o f seventy feet, co nnecting with the 
lo wer o penings, and adding ano ther presump­ 
tio n to the theo ry. ______________ 
T H E SHOP L IF T E R’S MUFF- 


A D ovlce that D eceives th e 
KxperlciM-« -« ! 
Flo o rw alker. 
Chicago Nows. 
The French muff is the latest device o f the 
female sho plifter, and by tho se familiar with 
its co nstructio n aud perfect adaj)tability to its 
business it is co nsidered to be the neatest 
thing kno wn. 
The ho liday perio d is the cho icest seaso n 
o f the veai- fo r the sho plifter, but it has been 
sho rn o f a large shfue o f its pro fits by alert 
rto o r walkers, who have beco me perfeitly 
familiar with the “wareho use” dresses and 
clo aks o f the pro fessio nal. 
Until the advent 
o f the French muff', the ladies who lived by 
picking up valuable laces, silks aud fancy ar­ 
ticles in the large sto res had no particular 
co mfo rt in th* ir calling, but with the new' de­ 
vice they have been able to reap a harvest de­ 
spite the lynx-eyed 
pro fessio nal co unter 
watchers. 
The sho plifter s muff is, o utwardly, abo ve 
suspicio n, there being no thing abo iit it to be­ 
tray its capacity fo r co ncealing plunder. 
It 
is co vered with any kind o f fur, just as ho nest 
muffs are. with the significant exceptio n that, 
instead o f padded with co tto n, the fur rests 
upo n a framewo rk o f wire. 
]3etween the fur 
co vering and the wire suppo rting frame the 
si)ace usually filled with co tto n is k-ft va­ 
cant, thus pro viding acco mmo datio n fo r quite 
a sto ck o f valuable lace, articles o f jewelry, 
glo ves, o r anything else small and valuable. 
In the bo tto m o f the muft' there is a sniall 
slide o n the inside, wo rked by the hand o f 
the wearer, who , after intro ducing the article 
sto len into the muff', presses back tins slide 
and dro ps the plunder into the cavity between 
the frame and the fur. 
With o ne o f these 
muffs sho plifting is so easy as to be success­ 
fully practiced by no vices, as no t o ne sto re- 
walker in a tho usand wo uld suspect tYiat his 
co unters co uld be wo rked thro ugh a muff' wo rn 
as these are when in actio n. 
The o perato r 
rests her hand, with the muft o n it, o u the 
go o ds which she pro po ses to sample, and a 
mo ment o f diverted attentio n o n the part o f 
the salesraajfto r so leswo man is ample fo r her 
to transfer to her ingenio us wareho use such 
samples as she can co nveniently and quickly 
pick up with o n^ hand. 
The mo vement o f 
co ncealing the sto len articles is instanta­ 
neo usly executed, and ho ^vever well the miiff’ 
may be stuffed, it canno t bulge o ut to attract 
attentio n, like a clo ak o r a dre.ss,
